WASHINGTON, March 12.—()— 


A flat assertion today bv Senator 
Smith, democrat, South Carolina, that | 
the government's 12-cent cotton loan | 
would be renewed on this year's crop | 
appeared today as a possible stabi- 
lizer for a market that has fluctuated | 
wildly during the past two days. | 

But Secretary Wallace, Chester C. | 
Davis, farm administrator, and other | 
officials involved met Smith’s brief. 
statement to newspapermen with the. 
same silence that characterized their 
attitude throughout the day, despite | 
rumored statements. 

Smith, chairman of the senate agri- 
culture committee, told newspapermen 
who asked him about the cotton situa- 
tion that the loan would be continued, 
but he would add no details, 

He did say, however, that he would 
ask a senate investigation into the 
precipitate break in cotton prices 
which provoked concern on Capitol 


Hill, 
Attributed to Rumofs. 

The break was attributed by some | 
to rumors that the government in- 
tended to change its lending policy 
and that the Bankhead act, compul- 
sory cotton control law, would be 
further liberalized,

WASHINGTON, March 12.—(4)— 
With only two votes against it, the 
house passed today the measure which 
provides an additional $1,750,000,000 


for the Home Owner's Loan Corpora- 
tion to help mortgage burdened home 
owners, 

The bill was sent to the senate aft- 
er repeated attempts to raise the 
$1,750,000,000 to $3,000,000,000 were 
beaten. Members the. banking com- 
mittee gave assuralice...again and 
again that the~bilt=provided suffi- 
cient funds to. help deserving home 
owners in distress. . 

Even so, the committee itself had 
added $250,000,000 to the $1,500.- 
000,000 originally in the measure. It 
also wrote in a provision that new 
applications for help might be filed 
for*60 days after the bill becomes 


law. 
8 Amendments Accepted. 

Only eight of two-score amendments 
were accepted. One of the last’adopt- 
ed boosted from $25,000 to $50,000 
the limit on loans—insured up to 20 
per cent by the federal housing admin- 
istra! made .by . private ~lending 
agencies for repair and improvement 
of commercial structures. 

Asserting that if the government 
guaranteed these loans, $200,000,000 
would be handed the bankers of the 
country, Representative Hancock, 
democrat, North Carolina, demanded 
the entire section covering them be 
lifted out of the bill. 

The $200,000,000 is the amount pro- 
vided in the housing act for modern- 
ization loans on homes. The new bill 
would open the fund to commercial 
modernization loans. 

While they made a last-minute at- 
tempt to shunt the measure back to 
the banking committee, the republican 
opposition to the bill dwindled down 
to Representatives Andrews, of New 
York. and Merritt, of Connecticut. 

Eccles Quizzing Cut Short. 

The banking committee had to cut 
short its questioning of Marriner S. 
Eccles, governor of the federal reserve 
board, on the omnibus banking bill to 
push through the HOLC bill on the 
house floor. 

It took time first, however, to hear 
Accles oppose putting a provision in 
the banking measure that would di- 
rect the reserve board to seek a “fixed 
price level.” 

Price maintenance. Eccles said, is 
not a large enough objective, and ac- 


‘tually might lead to great unemploy-

| Text of Roosevelt Message | 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—( AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
message to congress urging con- 
trol of public utilities is as fol- 
lows: 

To the congress United 
States: 

I am transmitting to you herewith 
a report submitted to me by the 
national power policy committee. I 
named this committee last summer 
from among the departments of the 
government concerned with power 
problems to make a series of reports 
to co-ordinate government” policy on 
such problems. . 

This report I am submitting to you 
is the recommendation of the com- 
mittee with respect to the treatment 
of holding companies in the public 
utility field. It deserves the careful 
attention of every member of the 
congress. 

The so-called public utility holding 
company bill (Title I of the house 
bill 5423 and senate bill 1725) 
which was drafted under the direc- 
tion of congressional leaders, incor- 
porates many of the recommenda- 
tions of this report. 

I have been watching with great 
interest the fight being waged against 
public utility holding company leg- 
islation. I have watched the use of 
investors’ money to make the inves- 
tor believe that the efforts of govern- 
ment to protect him are designed to 
defraud him. I have seen much of 
the propaganda prepared against 
such legislation even down to mimeo- 
graphed sheets of instructions for 
propaganda to exploit the most far- 
fetched and fallacious fears. I have 
seen enough to be as unimpressed by 
it as I was by the similar effort to 
stir up the country against the se- 
curities exchange bill last spring. 
The securities exchahge act is now 
generally accepted as a constructive 
measure, and I feel confident that 
any fears now entertained in regard 
to proposed utility holding company 
legislation will prove as groundless 
as those last’ spring in the case of 
the securities exchange act. 


PROTECTION 
FOR INVESTOR. 

So much has been said through 
chain letters and circulars and by 
word of mouth that misrepresents 
the intent and purpose of a new law 
that it is important that the people 
of the country understand once and 
for all the actual facts of the case. 
Such a measure will not destroy le- | 
gitimate business or wholesome and | 
productive investment. It will not 
destroy a penny of actual value of 
those operating properties which 
holding companies now control and 
which holding company securities 
represent in so far as they have any 
value. On the contrary, it will sur- 
round the necessary reorganization 
of. the holding company with safe- 
guards which will in fact protect the 
investor. 

We seek to establish the sound 
principle that the utility holding com- | 
pany so long as it is permitted to/ 
continue should not profit from deal- 
ings with subsidiaries and affiliates 
where there is no semblance of actual 
bargaining to get the best value and 
the best price. If a management 
company is equipped to offer a genu- 
inely economic management service 
to the smaller operating utility com- 
panies it ought not to own stock in 
the companies it manages, and its 
fees ought to be reasonable. The hold- | 
ing company should not be permitted | 
to establish a sphere of influence | 
from which independent engineering, | 
construction and other private enter- | 
prise is excluded by a none too be- | 
nevolent private paternalism. If a/| 
management company is controlled 
by related operating companies it 
should be organized on a truly 
mutual and co-operative basis and 
should be required to perform its 
services at actual cost demonstrably 
lower than the services can be ob- 
tained in a free and market. 

We do not seek to prevent the 


of the 


— 


legitimate diversification of invest- 
ment in operating utility companies 
by legitimate investment companies. 
But the holding company in the past 
has confused the function of confrol 
and management with that of in- 
vestment and in consequence has 
more frequently than not failed in 
both functions. Possibly some hold- 
ing companies may be able to divest 
themselves of the control of their 
present subsidiaries and become in- 
vestment trusts. But an investment 
company ceases to be an investment 
company when it embarks into busi- 
ness and management. . Investment 
judgment requires the judiciary ap- 
praisal of other people’s manage- 
ment, 


CHANCE 
FOR SURVIVAL. 

The disappearance at the end of 
five years of those utility holding 
companies which can not justify 
themselves as necessary for the func- 
tioning of the operating utility com- 
panies of the country is an objective 
which congressional leaders 1 have 
consulted deem essential to a realistic 
and far-sighted treatment of the evils 
of publie utility holding companies. 
For practical reasons we should offer 
a chance of survival to those holding 
companies which can prove to the se- 
curities and exchange commission 
that their existence is necessary for 
the achievement of the public ends 
which private utility companies are 
supposed to serve. For such com- 
panies, and during the interim period 
for other companies, the proposal for 
a comprehensive plan of public regu- 
lation and control is sound. 

But where the utility holding com- 
pany does not perform a demonstra- 
bly useful and necessary function in 
the operating industry and is used 
simply as a means of financial con- 
trol, it is idle to talk of the con- 
tinuation of holding companies on 
the assumption that regulation can 
protect the public against them. Reg- 
ulation has small chance of ultimate 
success against the kind of concen- 
trated wealth and economic power 
which holding companies have shown 
the ability to acquire in the utility 
field. No government effort can be 
expected to carry out effective, con- 
tinuous and intricate regulation of 
the kind of private empires within 
the nation which the holding com- 
pany device has proved capable of 
creating. 

Except where it is absolutely neces- 
sary to the continued functioning of 
a geographically integrated operat- 
ing utility system the utility holding 
company with its present powers 
must go. If we could remake our 
financial history in the light of ex- 
perience certainly we would have none 
of this holding company business. It 
is a device which does not belong to 
our American traditions of law and 
business. It is only a comparatively 
late innovation. It dates definitely 
from the same unfortunate period 
which marked the beginnings of a 
host of other laxities in our corporate 
law which have brought us our present 
disgraceful condition of competitive 
charter-mongering between our states. 

And it offers too well-demonstrat- 
ed temptation to and facility for 
abuse to be tolerated as a recognized 
business institution. That tempta- 
tion and that facility are inherent in 
its very nature. 
invention which can give a few cor- 
porate insiders unwafranted and in- 
tolerable powers over other people’s 
money. In its destruction of local 
control and its substitution of absen- 
tee management it has built up in 
the public utility field what has just- 
ly been called a system of private 
socialism which is 
welfare of a free people.

SMITH PREDICTS 
12c COTTON LOAN 
WILL BE RENEWED 
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and probably more—cotton had been 
accumulated for the granary experi- 
ment, 

As of March 8 the Commodity 
Credit Corporation and private banks 
had loans of 12 cents per pound on 
4,077,417 bales of cotton from the 
1934 crop involving an outlay of 
$248,606,420. Ten cent loans were 
outstanding on 40,509 bales of the 
1933 crop involving $1,957,805. 

Left Over from Pool. 

In addition, the cotton producers’ 
pool of the AAA had 1,573,659 left 
over from the Hoover administration. 

These constituted total holdings or 
prospective holdings by the govern- 
ment of 5,691,585 bales of cotton out 
of the total of 11,901,000 bales now 
in the United States. Nevertheless, of- 
ficials said, the present price slump 
was due to “technical weakness” of 
the market and speculative activity. 

Cotton was the first commodity 
which the AAA took up in its vast 
production adjustment plans and some 
officials concede it is now running 
into difficulties. The present carry- 
over is about 3,500,000 bales in ex- 
cess of normal despite the shortest 
cotton crop in many years in 1934. 

Secretary Wallace and Davis were 
holding the ever-normal granary idea 
in reserve and may be forced to try 
it out on cotton. 

Under this proposal, cotton which 
may come into the Commodity Credit 
Corporation’s hands if outstanding 
loans are not paid would be pur- 
chased by the AAA from its process- 
ing tax funds and it would be re- 
turned to the producer as a “payment 
in kind” for a more drastic cut in 
production in 1936.

One expert pointed out that of the 
10,500,000 bales of cotton in the 
United States, about 5,000,000 were 
not held by growers, between 3,500,- 
000 and 4,000,000 bales were held 
under the government 12-cent loan 
agreement, and about 1,500,000 bales 
were in the producers’ pool, cotton 
held by the government on behalf. of 
growers who have options on it. 

Demand Dwindling. 

That, he explained, meant there 
were 5,000,000 bales on which own- 
ers risked losses unprotected. De- 
mand for raw cotton by foreign and 
domestic mills has been declining re- 
cently, it was shown, and the strength 
of demand weakened. 


Selling brought the price close to 
12 cents a pound and when it went 
under that point there was a deluge 
of selling to prevent losses by those 
who were convinced the government 
through its loan program was not 
pegging cotton at {> cents a pound.

CONTINUATION URGED 


FOR 12-CENT COTTON LOAN 


MOULTRIE, Ga., March 12.—(4) 
Continuation for next season of the 
government’s 12-cent loan on cotton 
was urged today by W. J. Vereen, of 
Moultrie, former president of the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, 

In a telegram to Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wallace, in Washington, 
Vereen, a textile manufacturer, said 


continuation of the loan is “as im- 
portant to millions of people as the 
government support -of its bonds.” 

If the cotton loans are continued, 
Vereen said, the confidence of the 
people in the government’s willingness 
to maintain fair price levels would be 
bolstered. 

The manufacturer condemned “the 
raid on cotton and other commodity 
markets Monday,” saying it “indicates 
that selfish and speculative interests 
do not think the farmer deserves a 
fair return for his labor.” : 

He said that the “raid” came in 
the face of President Roosevelt’s re- 
cent statement that commodity prices 
have not reached the levels desired. 

“There is no better security than 
cotton,’’ Vereen’s telegram said. ‘To- 
day's cotton will spin as well a hun- 
dred years from today as it will to- 
morrow, It needs government support 
while methods of distribution now be- 
ing worked out can lift consumption 
to production.” 

Vereen said he also sent copies of 
the wire to the president, to Senator 
Ed Smith, chairman of the senate ag- 
ricultural committee, and to Repre- 
sentative Marvin Jones, chairman of 
the house agricultural committee. 

Vereen long has been’ associated 
with cotton interests in the south. He 
now is a member of the executive 
committee of the department of com- 
merce’s business advisory and plan- 
ning council.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—(>)— 
The federal government’s prison popu- 
lation is on the increase notwith- 


standing the repeal of the liquor laws. 

Sanford Bates, director of the bu- 
reau of prisons, blamed this situation, 
in testifying at a recent hearing of 
the house appropriations committee, 
for the bureau's inability to give up 
an annex to Fort Leavenworth (Kan.) 
penitentiary where 1,695 prisoners 
now are housed. The annex is war 
department property. 

Bates said the New Orleans, La., 
federal jail recently reported it “had 
never had as many arrests for illegal 
liquor as they had that month.” 

“That is one of the surprises that 
has confronted the committee, as well 
as the department of justice—the 
rapid increase in the populations of 
jails since the repeal of the eighteenth

WASHINGTON, March 12.—(4)— 
Because the has succeeded in 
raising prices of foodstuffs, the army 
needs $3,465,000 more this year than 
last to feed the soldiers.

FUTURE NRA PLANS 
STIR CONTROVERSY 


Divergent Views Held on 
How Many Codes Should 
Be Dropped. 


| 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—(?)— 
A difference of opinion in adminis- 
tration circles over how many codes 
should be dropped in revising NRA 
was indicated today by Donald Rich- 
berg in advising the senate finance 
committee to “do the big job and let 
the fringes wait.” 

Richberg expressed the personal 
view that a great many of the codes 
for service trades, with all their en- 
forcement difficulties, could be drop- 
ped and still leave 75 per cent of the 
nations workers under the Blue 
Eagle. 

“But I want you to hear those who 
feel more strongly than I do that 
there should be something done in this 
field,” Richberg told the committee. 

Chairman Harrison, democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, asked for Richberg’s personal 
views on which codes should be dis- 
carded after the committee had tried 
for four days to get a specific dist from 
the director of the national emergency 
council who appeared as a spokesman 
for the administration. 

_ Richberg said he would not write 

into the law which indu.tries should 

be regulated and which should not, 

but would draw the line by a defini- 

tion of interstate commerce that 

would “stand up” in the courts. 
Submits List. 

He submitted a list of 17 service 
trade codes, covering about 3.000.000 
employes, which he said had brought 
most of the enforcement difficulties. 
He added, however, that these groups 
included some of the worst employ- 
ment conditions. 

The higger industries in the list 
were barber shops, laundries, cleaning 
and dyeing, hotels and restaurants,

Venizelos, on Rebel Vessel, 
Flees to Italian Island 


(Copyright, 1935, by the Associated Press.) 

ATHENS, March 12. — Fiery 
Eleutherios Venizelos, his 12-day in- 
surrection against Premier Panayoti 
Tsaldaris’' government at an end, fled 
from his native Crete today to gain 
haven on the little Italian island of 
Cassos. 

The cruiser Averoff, “flagship” of 
the rebel fleet, conveyed Venizelos, 
his wife and several other revolt chief- 
tains to the 25-mile-square islet, and 
afterward radioed’ the overnment 
that it was continuing to Greece, 

With: Venizelos’ flight and _ the 
smashing of the rebels’ land forces in 
Macedonia, the government’s victory 
apparently was complete. 


Returning to Normal. 


Tie strife-racked Hellenic republic, 
its business and economic life at vir- 
tual standstill since the insurrection 
flared, began moving slowly back along 
the road toward normalcy. 

Recapture by loyal forces of the 
Averoff, which was expected to an- 
chor off Phaleron tomorrow, com- 
pleted the reconquest of the insurg- 
gents’ sea forces, which for several 
days held Athens and its seaport, 
Piraeus, in fear of bombardment. 

Earlier in the day the rebel de- 
stroyers Psara and Leon and the sub- 
marine Nereus were abandoned and 
taken over by loyal forces, while the 
rebel submarine Katsonis arrived at 
the Italian island of Patmos to be 
interned with all her complement. 

An official announcement said the 
toll of both sides in the land opera- 
tions in Macedonia was only 10 dead 
and 91 wounded, indicating to ob- 
servers here that the rebel resistance 
collapsed like a pricked balloon once 
General George Kondylis, loyal gene 
alissimo, got his weather-bound offen- 
sive under way. 


Cost Unestimated. 


A long expensive struggle lay be- 
fore the Greek government to rehabili- 
tate itself after the insurrection. 
There was no official estimate as to 
the monetary cost of the 12 days’ 
revolt and its consequent economic 
effect. 

The flight of the 71-year-old Venize- 
los, whose scholarly appearance masks 
years of rough-and-tumble participa- 
tion in the turbulent struggles of 
Greek politics, completed the debacle 
that began with the surrender and 
rout of the Macedonian land forces. 

Crete, which reports said Venizelos 
had declared an independent state, 
came back quickly to the loyal side, 
government representatives taking pos- 
session of all posts of authority on 
the island. 

Also back under the rule of Athens 
were the islands of Mytilene, Chios 
and Samos, which fell to the rebel 
warships last week, and _ jubilant 
crowds cheered posters announcing 


| their recapture and Venizelos’ flight. 


Evidencing the city’s steps back to-

the rebellion broke out. 
Kamanos’ Return Sought. 

As General Papoulas, generalissimo

leader of the Macedonian rebels, and

A woman journalist representing 
the Paris Soir reached Athens and 
asserted she interviewed Venizelos at 
Crete yesterday, the former premier 
declaring himself forever out of poli- 
tics. 

President Alexander Zaimis issued a 
statement thanking the nation for its 
loyalty during the revolt. 

Late this afternoon thousands of 
persons thronged the streets of the 
capital in a demonstration of loyalty 


to the government, marching past

It pro- 
vides for the same type racing which 
was enjoyed by California and by 
Florida and which brought approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 in taxes in those 
states,

Charges that the bill would legalize 
gambling were met with the statement 
|that Florida, California, Kentucky. 
and numerous other states had paid 
for roads, schools and other improve- 
ments with no ill effects, 

STRENGTH UNKNOWN. 

The bill, however, is not expected to 
| pass the senate although the real 
Strength of the bill in that section 
of the legislature is not known. 
| Horse owners are prepared to put 
/on a program or racing at Lakewood 
park in the event the bills should pass 
both houses and receive the governor's 
| Signature, 
| Under the bill the state would re- 
ceive three per cent of each dollar 
| bet, and the money would be turned 
|over to the state department of health

‘Cold Springs’ Sign Proves Puzzle 


To Many Visitors 


to Warm Springs 


WARM SPRINGS, Ga., March 12. 
(/)—Strangers driving into famed 


Warm Springs from the south fre- 
quently are puzzled when, on the out- 
skirts of the town, they see a roadside 
sizn reading “Cold Springs.” 

Residents of the small town which 
is so widely known as President Roose- 
velt’s “second home” then explain 
proudly that not only does the lo- 
cality have both warm and cold 
springs, both flowing from nearby Pine 
mountain, but that at one time the 
cold springs perhaps were better 
known than the warm ones. 

Now, however, the warm springs of 
Warm Springs, Ga., have a big edge 
on their neighboring cold springs. 
Around them a foundation for the 
treatment of infantile paralysis has 
been developed and the politically 
great of the land often visit them to 
confer with the president on his an- 
nual visits to the spot where he regain- 
ed his health. 


A half mile away, the cold springs 
of Warm Springs, have been used for 
35 years or more to provide waters for 
a United States government fish 
hatchery.

Must Aid in Solving Own Problems 


Pleading with fellow members of 
his race to be more dependent upon 
themselves, Arthur W. Mitchell, of 
Chicago, representative of the first 


congressional district of Illinois and 
only negro in the present house of 
congress, Tuesday night at the con- 
cluding session of the Golden Jubilee 
services of Morris Brown College at 
Big Bethel church said the negro 
must assist in working out the prob- 
lem by which he can live in comfort, 
ease and safety among the dominat- 
ing race. 

“The general trend of the negro race 
has been upward and Morris Brown 
College has contributed materially to 
that advancement of instilling in its 
students the knowledge of how to 


it.” Congressman Mitchell said. 

Commenting on the problems of ne- 
gro education, the congressman said 
that a serious responsibility rests on 
the shoulders of the educated negroes, 
for though their acquired and culti- 
vated knowledge has equipped them 
for higher positions they will not find 
the attitude of rulers friendly. He 
said it was the responsibility of the 
negro to change that attitude through 
a display of sound judgment. “A 
negro must learn to give and take,” 
he said. 

“We've got to be sensible and not 
only get along with the white man, 
but teach the white man to get along 
with us. Maybe there are occasions 
when the white man won't want us, 


but we'll want him. The ‘democratic 
party, many of our race have said, 
didn’t want us, but we found out we 
wanted the democratic party. The re- 
publican party didn't have a thing to 
offer. So, we found it was time to 
be sensible and tear ourselves away 
from old traditions and prejudices,” 
he said. 


Negroes are expecting too much 
from Washingten, he said.

“Laws do not cure evils, but Christian 
education will cure them.”
